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49. (Previously Presented) The immunogenic composition according to claim 
48 wherein the non-specific immune response enhancer preferentially enhances a T cell response 
in a patient. 

50. (Previously Presented) The composition according to claim 48, wherein 
the immune response enhancer is selected from the group consisting of Montanide ISA50, 
Seppic Montanide ISA 720, a cytokine, a microsphere, dimethyl dioctadecyl ammoniumbromide 
(DDA) based adjuvants, AS-1, AS-2, Ribi Adjuvant system based adjuvant, QS21, saponin 
based adjuvants, Syntex adjuvant in its microfluidized form, MV, ddMV, immune stimulating 
complex (iscom) based adjuvants, and inactivated toxins. 

51. (Previously Presented) The composition of claim 50, wherein said 
cytokine comprises GM-CSF.
